Russians  block  Berlin

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processing  procedures  and  revive  old 
procedures  that  had  not  been  used  for 
years. 

The  officials  did  not  disclose  the  kind  of 
processing  procedures  the  Russians  insisted 
on. 

Western  allied  officials  said  it  was  the 
most  serious  harassment  of  military  traffic 
in  five  years.  They  said  that  since  1966  the 
East  Germans  had  interferred  with  West 
German  civilian  traffic  to  Berlin,  but  the 
Russians  had  passed  western  allied  military 
traffic  without  trouble. 

THE  WESTERN  allies  protested  the 
harassment  to  the  Russians  and  followed 
up  the  protest  with  a test  convoy 
composed  of  one  American,  one  British 
and  one  French  truck.  When  the  convoy 
traveled  to  Berlin  without  difficulty,  the 
western  allies  concluded  the  day's 
harassment  was  over. 

The  officials  did  not  disclose  the  total 
number  of  allied  vehicles  delayed  by  the 
Russians,  but  did  say  it  included  a British 
land  rover  that  regularly  patrols  the 
Berlin-Helmstedt  highway. 

According  to  the  officials,  there  were 
large  troop  movements  on  the  highway 
Tuesday,  apparently  in  connection  with  as 
yet  unannounced  military  maneuvers.

A testimony  of  genealogy

I am  very  happy  to  be  with  you  on  this  occasion,  and  I aip  pleased  to 
accept  the  Archibald  F.  Bennett  Genealogical  Award  for  two  reasons. 

First,  this  award  singles  out  and  emphasizes  the  tremendous 
importance  of  the  doctrine  of  salvation  for  the  dead,  and  reminds  all  of 
us  of  the  responsibility  we  have  to  comply  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Lord’s  laws  in  this  field;  and 
Second,  it  stands  as  a witness  to  the  devotion  and  good  works  of 
Brother  Archibald  F.  Bennett,  who  labored  with  unwearying  diligence 


to  encourage  the  saints  to  seek  after  their  dead  and  to  perform  the 
ordinances  of  salvation  for  them  in  the  temples  of  the  Lord. 


I think  it  would  be  appropriate  for  us  on  this  occasion  to  turn  our 
attention  to  this  glorious  doctrine  of  salvation  for  the  dead.  It  is  a 
doctrine  which  shows  forth  the  love  and  mercy  and  justice  of  God  in 
his  dealings  with  all  his  children-not  only  those  whose  privilege  it  is  to 
receive  the  gospel  in  this  life,  but  all  those  to  whom  this  privilege  does 
not  come,  but  who  are  nonetheless  precious  in  the  Lord’s  sight. 

As  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  we 
are  a most  blessed  and  favored  people.  The  Lord  has  restored  to  us  the 
sealing  power,  the  power  to  bind  on  earth  and  have  our  acts  sealed 
eternally  in  the  heavens. 

This  sealing  power  is  the  same  divine  authorization  received  by  Peter 
in  fulfillment  of  the  Lord’s  promise:  “I  will  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of 


the  kingdom  of  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  shall 
be  bound  in  heaven:  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven.” 

It  was  given  by  Elijah  the  Prophet  to  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver 
Cowdery  on  the  3rd  day  of  April  in  1836  in  the  Kirtland  Temple,  and  it 
now  resides  in  the  Church  and  will  continue  to  do  so  forever. 

To  understand  what  is  involved  in  this  modern  ministry  of  Elijah-a 
prophet  who  was  translated  and  taken  up  into  heaven  without  tasting 
death,  but  who  now  is  a resurrected  and  exalted  being-we  must  remind 
ourselves  of  two  great  truths: 

One  is  that  we  are  the  spirit  children  of  God  our  Heavenly  Father; 
that  we  are  members  of  his  family;  that  we  dwelt  with  him  for  long  ages 
in  our  pre-mortal  life;  and  that  he  ordained  a plan  of  progression  and 
salvation  which  would  enable  us,  if  faithful  and  true  in  all  things,  to 
advance  and  progress  until  we  became  like  him. 

This  plan  of  salvation  is  family  centered.' It  leads  to  eternal  life,  and  j 
eternal  life  is  the  name  of  the  kind  of  life  which  God  our  Father  lives.  ! 
This  plan  of  salvation  is  designed  to  enable  us  to  create  eternal  family  : 
units  of  our  own  which  are  patterned  after  the  eternal  family  of  the  | 
Father. 

The  other  great  truth  is  that  God  has  restored  in  these  last  days  the  I 
fulness  of  his  everlasting  gospel.  That  is,  he  has  revealed  anew  the  laws  : 
and  principles  by  conformity  to  which  we  may  press  forward  in  : 
righteousness  until  we  gain  eternal  life.  And  he  has  conferred  again  : 
upon  men  that  priesthood  and  those  powers  whereby  they  can  be 
sealed  up  into  eternal  life. 

Now  eternal  life  consists  of  the  continuation  of  the  family  unit  in 
eternity;  and  the  sealing  power  restored  by  Elijah  includes  the  power  to 
bind  families  together  forever.  By  virtue  of  this  power  we  perform 
marriages  in  the  temples  which  cause  the  family  units  to  endure  for 
time  and  all  eternity. 

And  it  is  this  same  power  that  reaches  out  to  include  our  ancestors 
who  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  the  gospel  when  they  lived 
on  earth. 

Thus  we  find  Malachi  promising  that  when  the  Lord  should  send 
Elijah  the  Prophet  before  the  coming  of  his  great  and  dreadful  day,  this

The  highly-touted  Oklahoma  State  Cowboys 
rode  into  Provo  ranked  number  one  in  the  National 
CoUegiate  Athletic  Association  wrestling  listings. 
But  they  had  to  resort  to  some  quick  re-shuffling  to 
beat  back  a determined  BYU  squad  20-13  Monday 
night. 

Oklahoma  State  wrestling  coach  Tom  Chesbro 
substituted  Tom  Shields,  who  was  originally 
scheduled  to  wrestle  in  the  190  pound  class. 
Chesbro  replaced  Shields  with  the  Cowboys  holding 
a slim  15-11  lead  with  Geoff  Baum,  the  NCAA 
champion  in  the  190  pound  weight  class. 

Baum  displayed  why  he  is  the  defending  NCAA 
champ  as  he  easily  disposed  of  BYU’s  sophomore 
Ken  Westfall  10-0,  to  ice  the  match  for  Oklahoma 
State,  and  also  preserve  its  NCAA  first-place  listing. 

Last  year  the  Cowboys  from  Stillwater,  Okla., 
finished  fourth  in  the  NCAA.  Coach  Chesbro  was 
also  selected  as  the  “Rookie  Coach  of  the  Year.” 

The  Cowboys  jumped  out  to  a quick  9-0  lead 
when  Ray  Stapp,  who  finished  second  in  the  NCAA 
last  year  in  the  118  pound  class  out-pointed  BYU’s 
Paul  Fehlberg  14-5  to  get  the  Cowboys  off  on  a 
winning  note. 

In  the  126  pound  class  Yoshiro  Fujita,  downed 
BYU’s  Western  Athletic  Conference  champion 
Chuck  Chambers. 

Dwane  Keller,  Oklahoma  State’s  premier 
wrestling  drawing  card  displayed  the  wrestling 
knowledge  and  skills  that  earned  him  last  year’s  title 
as  the  “Outstanding  Collegiate  Wrestler.”  Keller,  the 
two  time  NCAA  title  holder  in  the  134  pound  class 
had  little  difficulty  in  eliminating  BYU’s  WAC  title 
holder  Glen  Takahashi  10-0.

Aristophanes  for  birds  but  would 
also  have  heightened  a comic 
contrast  between  manner  and 
message. 

Equally  disappointing  is  the 
absence  of  sustained  lyricism, 
sacrificed  to- the . ineptitude  of  a 
chorus  that  unites  only  in  time  for 
the  wedding  revelry  and  thus  fails 
to  deliver  the  poetry  which 
belongs  in  this  play  by 
Aristophanes,  no  matter  how 
contemporary  the  production. 

Further  thought  about  what 
Aristophanes  “really”  intended 
might  lead  only  to  empty 
rhetoric.  Usurpation  of  the 
realm  of  the  gods  and  the  foolish 
ambitions  of  man  are,  after  all, 
twentieth  century  phenomena, 
and  the  distress  of  our  cmrrent 
self-conscious  introspection  can 
profitably  be  traded  for  a few 
moments  of  laughter. 

And  laugh  the  audience  does. 


Rapport  between  the  viewer  and 
the  viewed  is  sustained 
throughout  in  a relaxed 
atmosphere  that  duplicates  arena 
theatre  production.  The 
considerable  audience  chatter 
throughout  the  performance  does 
not  detract  from  the  play  because 
it  occurs  in  response  to  performer 
entrance  and  exit  into  the 
audience  and  to  the  on-stage 
uproar.  The  audience,  in  effect, 
turns  player  for  two  hours— if  for 
no  other  reason  than  to  “help” 
the  almost-cocksure  Epops  fly 
straight  and  land  steady. 

Audience  response  remains  a 
significant  measure  of 
performance  success,  and  the 
response  to  The  Birds  insists,  on 
one  hand,  that  the  ancients  are 
moderns,  and,  on  the  other, 
provides  a merrily  resounding 
affirmation  to  Euelpides’ 
plaintive:  “Did  I fly?”

Famous  Altamira  paintings 
shown  in  Larsen  Gallery 


Magnificent  paintings  of 
prehistoric  man  which  lay  hidden 
within  the  recesses  of  remote 
caves  until  1879  are  on  display  in 
the  Larsen  Gallery  of  the  HFAC. 

Supplied  by  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  of  Washington,  D.C., 
the  exhibit,  is  titled  “Prehistoric 
Paintings  of  France  and  Spain.” 

The  Spanish  paintings  were 
discovered  by  a young  Spanish  girl 
in  1879  when  she  wandered  into  a 
cave  near  the  town  of  Santdlana 
del  Mar.  “Her  cry  of  ‘Look, 
Daddy;  look  at  the  painted 
bulls!  ” was  the  first  indication  of 
the  existence  of  the  prehistoric 
art. 

The  exhibit  contains 
reproductions  of  the  famous  bulls 
from  that  first  cave  of  Altamira  as 
well  as  paintings  and  stone 
engravings  of  the  upper  paleolithic 
and  mesolithic  eras  from  other 
sites  in  France  and  Spain.  The 
silkscreen  prints  were  executed  by 
artist  Dou^as  Mazonowicz. 

The  Paleolithic  cave  paintings  of 
France  and  Spain  have  been 
ascribed  to  Cro-Magnon  man. 

A second  style,  predominating 
in  Eastern  Spain,  depicts  human 
and  animal  figures  in  hunting, 
fighting,  and  ceremonial  scenes. 
The  figures  are  ‘usually  small.  This 
art,  drawn  on  the  exposed  walls  of 
rock  shelters,  reached  its  peak  in 
the  Mesolithic  period  between 
10,000  and  4,000  B.C. 

Mr.  Mazonowicz  has  specialized 
in  the  reproduction  of  prehistoric 
art  since  1959.  Many  of  the  fine 
examples  of  prehistoric  art  are 
difficult  or  impossible  to 

photograph;  others  are  situated  in 
remote  and  almost  inaccessible 
sites.  Their  accurate  reproduction, 
therefore,  involves  a considerable 
time  at  the  site  making  drawings, 
taking  photographs,  making  color 
notes,  and  taking  hieasurements 
prior  to  completion  of  the  prints 
at  the  studio.  The  fidelity  of  these 
reproductions,  therefore,  becomes 
more  and  more  important  as 
exposure  to  the  elements  and  the 
mu tilit ations  of  increasing 
numbers  of  visitors  are  rapidly 
changing  the  original  character  of 


these  paintings,  the  greatest 
known  artistic  works  of  the 
prehistoric  age.

All  three  belong  to  Arnold  Air 
Society,  a service  unit  which 
backed  a November  letter-writing 
campaign  throughout  Utah.  The 
letters  request  the  names  of 
prisoners  and  humane  treatment 
of  POW’s  by  the  North 
Vietnamese. 


Johnson  stressed  that  the  only 
requirement  for  those  signing  up 
is  genuine  interest. 

160  people  have  volunteered  for 
the  program  but  Johnson  feels 
that  more  volunteers  would  be 
“more  rewarding  for  everyone.” 

Volunteers  can  choose  what  age 
group  they  would  like  to  work 
with  or  will  be  assigned  a group. 
“The  time  for  helping  depends  on 
the  individual  but  we  want  them 
to  do  it  on  a regular  basis  so  their 
friends  at  the  school  will  have 
something  to  look  forward  to,” 
said  Johnson. 

Sponsored  by  the  Student 
Relations  Office,  the  program  is 
patterned  after  one  which 
Johnson  worked  on  in  his  home 
state  of  Indiana.
